Petition demands

A petition demanding the 
resignation of CSUS President 
James G. Bond. originated by 
the Coalition to Oppose the 
Ritchie Resolution, is cir 
culating Campus 

Chris Bender, spokesper- 
son for the initiative, said 


“We've been trying to get 
students to look at the 
educational environment 


Interestingly, students have 
been signing it like crazy.” 

During the ASI Student 
Senate meeting last Tuesday, 
Bender quoted two local 
newspaper articles containing 
statements by Bond which, ac- 
cording to her, indicate his op- 
position toward higher 
education programs for 
minorities and low income 
students. 

Bender quoted the 
president, ‘‘Higher education 
was never intended for the 
masses. 

Norm Better, dean of 
students, pointed out to 
Bender, ‘‘The president has 
supported EOP (Educational 
Opportunity Programs) more 
aggressively than anyone.” 

The petition also demands 
the president's resignation 
because he favors tuition, did 
not adhere to Affirmative Ac- 


tion guidelines in hiring his ex 
ecutive assistant, Greg That 
ch, cut student assistantship 
funds, illegally manipulated 
students to attend his China 
trip farewell and arbitrarily 
dismissed four CSUS— em- 
ployees 

‘Because of the way Bond 
operates, we feel this (his ar- 
bitrary decisions) ties in with 
the ‘Ritchie Amendment,’ "’ 
Bender said 

When ASI Senate Chair Jim 
Hollenback presented his 
‘Perspective of the Faculty 
Declaration of Intent’ to the 
student senate, opposing the 
“unprofessional” and ‘‘em- 
barrassing’’ manner in which 
the Declaration of Intent was 
developed Bender 
recommended it be presented 
to the student body for their 
reaction. 

Hollenback, fearing the 
newspaper or KERS or KEG 
radio stations would 
editorialize his statement, 
claimed his did not have faith 
in the campus media 

The student senate decided 
to allow the ASI Executive 
Committee to condense

Pultroon was one of the 
reasons for losing candidate 
Yarrow Aka to sue the Hornet 
and spring editor Bill Menton 

Another reason was the anti 

Aka letters printed in the 
Hornet using psuedonyms 
Apparently without legal 


signature (they had been hand 
carried to the office and the 
authors were known by two of 
the editors, myself included) , 
they were taken from Hornet 
files by Dave Miller and shown 
to Yarrow Aka, who used them 
in his suit against the paper 
Menton informed the 
editorial staff of Miller's ac- 
tion, and we voted to back any 
disciplinary action he chose to 
take, but we refused to step 
outside our jurisdiction and 
take action ourselves.

The upcoming spring elec- 
tion ballot will include more 
than just candidates. Students 
will be given the opportunity 
to voice their opinions on four 
different referendums, _in- 
cluding the controversial new 
add/drop policy 

Irate students created a 
furor last fall when it was an- 
nounced that the new = ad- 
d/drop policy, which was 
created and initiated without 
student input, was to go into 
effect beginning with the spr 
ing!476 semester 

The new policy slashed two 
weeks off the time allowed to 
add classes and cut one week 
off the drop deadline. Under 
the old policy in effect last fall, 
students were allowed four 
weeks to either add or drop 
classes. 

On this week's ballot, 
students will be asked to name 
their preference for an add/d- 
rop policy which would be 
either: 

@ the previous four week 
add/drop deadline. 

®a drop deadline two 
weeks after the first day of 
class and an add deadline 
three weeks after the first day 
of class. 

@ a drop deadline on the 
first day of the fourth week of 
class and an add deadline on 
the third day of the first week 
of class. 

Students will also be asked 
to indicate whether they favor 
the sale of beer on campus 
within a controlled area. 


The final two questions on 
the ballot will both be 
constitutional amendments 
which require the approval of 
the student body 

The first of these is an 
amendment which would 
eliminate sexist language in 
the ASI Constitution For all 
intents and purposes, this has 
already been accompiished, 
but requires the approval of 
the student body 

The final ballot measure re- 
quiring approval is a provision 
for six-month terms for half of 
the senatorial candidates to be 
elected this week 

Passage of the measure 
would provide for two 
senatorial elections per year 
and initiate the new staggered 
senate terms recently passed 
by the senate 
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that Menton was a party tothe

Kolarik, a communications 
major, also says the ASI 
Senate should give Giannoni 
the chance to retract. “If he 
does not retract, then he 
should be  impeached,”’ 
Kolarik said 

The big problem with 
student apathy is that they do
